WASHINGTON. April 27.—In the 
United States Supreme Court today an 
opinion was rendered in. the case of 
John D. Fee, plaintiff in error, vs. 
Henry C. Brown, involving the con- 
struction of the act of 1872 concerning 
the half-breed Chippewa scrip issued on 
account of the treaty of 1854 with the 
Chippewa Indians. 

‘The case grew out of a dispute over 
eighty acres of land in Pueblo county, 
Colo, which h been located by 
Brown with the Chippewa scrip. It 
was contended on behalf of Fee that 
the scrip could only be used within the 
territory ceded by the Indians. The 
case was tried in the State courts of 
Colorado, and Brown's title was pro- 
nounced valid by the State Supreme. 
Court. This decision was affirmed by 
the opinion’ of the United States Su- 


e Court, which was handed down 


y Justice Brown 

This disposition “of the matter also 
conforms to the practice of the General 
Land Office in recognizing the validity 
of the title acquired to any land on the 
public domain located with the Chip- 
pewa half-breeds’ scrip.

(Pamphlet laws, Fifty-second Congress, 
first session, p. 88,) I have the honor to 
transmit herewith, accompanied by ap- 
pendices and maps, the report of a 
board of engineer officers of the United 
States army, appointed to make a care- 
ful and critical examination for a pro- 
posed deep-water harbor at San Pedro 
or Santa Monica Bay on the Pacific 
slope. Very respectfully, 

(Signed) S. B. ELKINS, 

Secretary of War. 

The board of engineers by whom this 
report was made consisted of Col. Wil- 
liam P. Craighill, Lieut.-Col. Henry M. 
Roberts, Lieut.-Col. Peter C. Haines, 
Maj. C. W. Raymond, Maj. Thomas H. 
Handbury and Brig.-Gen. Thomas L. 
Casey. 

The conclusion of the report recites 
that: Having made a careful and 
critical examination for a proposed 
deep-water harbor at San Pedro or 
Santa Monica Bay, as required by law, 
the board is unanimously of the opinion 
that the location selected by the board 
of engineers of 1890, at the present an- 
chorage at the westerly side of San Pe- 
dro Bay. under Point Fermin, is the 
more eligible location for such a harbor 
in depth, width and capacity to accom- 
| modate the largest ocean-going vessels 
and the commercial and naval necessi- 
ties of the country.” 

The Fifty-third Congress ignored this 
report, and consideration was delayed 
until the Congress adjourned. Then an 
attempt was made by the influences 
back of the Huntington-Santa Monica 
scheme to kill the San Pedro project 
and create a sentiment in favor of the 
roadstead at Santa Monica, despite the 
fact that three boards of engineers in 
succession had decided in favor of the 
former. The attempts resulted in ig- 
nominious failure. Both Republican 
and Democratic conventions of the Los 
Angeles district, the State Legislature, 
the Transmississippi Congress, the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce and 
City Council unanimously favored San 
Pedro and as unanimously fought 
against Santa Monica. In spite of this

PACIFIC RAILROAD BILL. 


The Minority Reports Three Objec- 
tions to the Majority Plan. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The mi- 

ority report on the Pacific Railroad 
Bill was submitted to the House today 
by Representative Hubbard of Mis- 
souril. It deals exhaustively with the 
financial conditions of the companies 
concerned in the proposed funding 
plan. It argues that the majority bill 
should not be adopted, for three rea- 
sons: 

First—The committee has not learned 
enough of the affairs of the debtor com- 
panies to be able to tell the House 
what is best to do. 

Second—The companies made offers 
before the committee, and are undoubt= 
edly ready to concede terms very much 
better for the government than those 
embodied in the bill. 

Third—The propositions in the bill 
are neither good nor safe for the gov- 
ernment. 

Under the first head it is contended 
that most of the parties who appeared 
before the committee were interested in 
the railroads, that every disinterested 
voice advocated foreclosure proceed - 
ings, not with the view that the govern- 
ment should operate the roads, but to 
protect the government as a prelimi- 
nary step. It was not considered 
whether the government has lien on all 
the assets under the Thurman act. 
either in view of the acceptance of that 
act by the companies or as a matter of 
law. The extent of the lien of the gov- 
ernment otherwise is in much doubt. 
The road compares the statement of the 
Central Pacific earnings made by its 
ettorney, Mr. Tweed, with the -state- 
ment in Poor's Manual, from 1890 to 
1894, In the first of these years Tweed's 
statement was $898,000; Poor’s $6,061,- 
986; in the last year Tweed's, $144,000; 
Poor's $4,854,112. 

The report declares that there is no 
assurance that the bill would be car- 
1 ried out, because both companies are 
insolvent and their undertakings idle; 
} | that so far as the Union Pacific is con- 
cerned, it is an option to the compa- 
nies’ successors, unlimited in time and 
binding on the government.

SCOTT JACKSON'S TRIAL, 


THUS FAR FIFTY-TWO WITNESSES 
HAVE BEEN EXAMINED. 


Conversation Overheard by a Detec- 
tive—A Saloonkeeper Testifies as 
to the Valise Which is Thought 
to Have Held Pearl Bryan’s 
Head—Vile Letters.

NEWPORT (Ky.,) April 27.—Not on 
Was every available seat in the e 
room filled today, but the occupancy of 
standing room in narrow passages was 
permitted. Ten witnesses were exam- 
ined, making fifty-two up to the present 
time. Much time was devoted to de- 
bating by counsel. Many questions 
put during the day by the common- 
wealth were ruled out.

John W. Legnor, saloon-keeper, testi- 
fied that Jackson left a valise in his sa- 
loon Saturday night, Sunday night and 
Monday night. He identified the valise 
as the one which Jackson had admitted 
had held the head of Pearl Bryan. 

The testimony of several witnesses 
was to strengthen links in the chain 
that has already been forged. Such 
was the case with evidence of Legnor, 
in whose saloon the valise was hidden; 
of Ed Grillo, the Commercial Gazette 
reporter, who saw a river-bridge ticket 
found on Jackson when first arrested, 
calling for the passage of horse and 
vehicle. One important point of Crim’s 
testimony of what he heard Jackson say 
in the cell was that speaking to Walling 
he said: “Well, old boy, vou have 
played your part well.“ 5 

Of the new testimony there was that 
of Charles Rogers, night clerk of 2 
ler's Hotel, that Walling came there 
after 3 o' clock in the morning of Feb- 
ruary 1, with his clothes wringing wet, 
and rushed to bed without registering.

WASHINGTON, April 27--—SENATE.

were fraudulently declared elected, giv- 
ing an apparent Democratic majority 
of forty-five in the Legislature, Elim- 
inating these frauds, there was, it is 
asserted, an actual Populist and Re- 
publican majority of 29, making Sen- 
ator Morgan’s election invalid.

KNAPP IS TCRNED OVER. 


THE PORTE FEARS TO BRAVE AN 
AMERICAN WARSHIP. 


On Receiving Word that the Cruiser 
Marblehead Had Been Ordered 
Forward the Turks Surrendered 
the Missionary in Haste. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 26, via 
Sofia (Bulgaria,) April 27.—(Associated 
Press Copyright, 1896.) Rev. George P. 
Knapp, the American missionary ex- 
pelled from Bitlis by the Turkish au- 
thorities without trial, on a charge of 
having incited Armenians to rebel 
against Turkish rule, was surrendered 
to the United States Consul at Alexan- 
dretta Saturday. The details of the 
affair, which reached here today, show 
the step was not taken until a United 
States warship had been telegraphed 
or. Rev. Knapp will probably, by the 
advice of the United States representa- 
tives, come to this city and have his 
conduct at Bitlis investigated before 
the Charge d’Affaires. 

Rev. Knapp, as already cabled, was 
expelled from Bitlis about a month ago, 
in spite of the agreement reached be- 
tween the United States Minister here, 
Mr. Terrell, and the Turkish govern- 
ment (after the charges against Mr. 
Knapp had been discussed,) that the 
American missionary should not leave 
his post until April 1, or until the roads 
were tolerably free from snow, in order 
that he might be able to take his fam- 
ily with him. 7 

As it was, the missionary was com- 
pelled to leave Bitlis before the time 
agreed upon and without his family. 
When he reached Diarbekir in custody, 
the news was telegraphed here and the 
Turkish government positively as- 
serted that Rev. Knapp was the “guest 
‘of the vali of that place, and nota 
prisoner.” | 

It is now stated that the missionary 
has been a prisoner throughout his 
‘journey to the coast, and that the vali 
of Aleppo detained him at that place 
for five days while making futile ef- 
forts’ to make him agreement 
v. Knapp 
‘steadily refused to sign any such agree- 
ment, on the ground that he had com- 
mitted no crime and had in no way 
broken the laws of the country, and 
that the charges brought against him 
were entirely unfounded. e also dis- 
tinctly gave the vali to understand that

When the vali saw that it was use-. 
less to continue his attempts to get 
Knapp to signthe agreement mentioned, 
the missionary was allowed to pro- 
ceed, still treated as a prisoner, to 
Alexandretta. It had been agreed 
betwen J. W. Riddle, the American 
Charge d’Affaires at Constantinople, 
and the Turkish government that the 
American missionary, upon arriving at 
Alexandretta, was to be delivered to 
the Unfted States Consul there, and the 
latter was to see that Rev. Knapp 
came on to this city for trial before 
the representative of the United States, 
but when the missionary reached Alex- 
andretta on April 23, in spite of the 
Porte’s promises, the Turkish author- 
ities refused to deliver the prisoner to 
the United States Consul. The latter 
entered a formal protest against the 
detention of the missionary, and com- 
‘municated by wire with Mr. Riddle, in- 
forming him that the Turkish officials 
intended to expel Mr. Knapp from Turk- 
ish territory by compelling him to em- 
bark on board a steamer sailing for 
Europe on April 24. 
Thereupon Mr. Riddle made energetic 
representations to the Turkish gav- 
ernment, demanding that the latter re- 
spect its engagements, and, in order to 
give emphasis to his remarks, the 
Charge d’Affaires telegraphed to Mar- 
sinna, where the United States cruiser 
Marblehead was at anchor, asking the 
commander of the vessel to proceed to 
Alexandretta and place the cruiser at 
the disposal of the United States Con- 
sul at that port.

Hammond Adopts the 
Others’ Course.

PRETORIA, April 27.—(By South 
African Cable.) e trial was resumed 
today of the members of the National 
Reform Committee of Johannesburg. 
John Hays Hammond, the American

Hammond was prevented by illness 
from being present at the time the other 
leaders made their plea. .

In view of the plea of guilty entered 
by the defendants, there was nothing 
in the way of cross-examination to 
j elicit testimony on the question of the 
ultimate responsibility for the Jameson 
movement. But the counsel for the de- 
fense read a statement which was 


signed by Messrs. John Hays Ham- 


mond, Lionel Phillips, George Farrar. 
and Col. Francis Rhodes, the leaders of 
the Reform Committee; who have 
pleaded guilty of high treason. 

This statement reviews the recent. 
history of the futile agitation for re- 
dress of alleged Uitlander grievances 
in the Transvaal. The statement admits 
that, in the face of the rumors current 
| that the Boers were going to attack Jo-

AN ABLE-BODIED ”J0B.” 


„Dick“ Thomas Engineering a 
Scheme to Obtain Water Rights. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


Chronicle says that an ab‘e-oodied 
“job” has been discovered in the ap- 
propriation for the construction of 
restraining barriers in the Sacramento 
and Feather Rivers. If it succeeds it 
will result in the government building 
a dam at Daguerre point in the inter- 
est of private parties, While the hy- 
draulic miners will be completely ig- 
nored. “Ratherthan this should hap- 
pen,” says a-telegram from the State 
Miners’ -Association to Tirey. L. Ford, 
‘the hy- 
draulic miners would prefer that no 
appropriation at all should be made 
at this session.” 

In another dispatch the Association 
repudiates Assemblyman, Dick“ 
Thomas, who has been at Washing- 
ton for several months, and who is 
crédited with working the projet 
through in the interest of himself and 
a coterie of prominent capitalists and 
politicians.

BROKE DOWN THE GRATING. | 


Row Between Pojicemen and Sa- 
loon Employes. 

Yesterday evening a German woman 
appeared at the Police Station and said 
that her husband had gone forth with 
considerable money upon his person 
and that she feared some harm would 
befall him. She asked that the police 
hunt for him in the German saloons of 
the city. Me 

Several officers started on this quest. 
At 12:16 o’clock this morning Detective 
‘Hawley knocked’ on the grating of the 
stairway which leads down into the 
Palace Saloon and demanded admit- 
tance. A man appeared and told him 
to go away, that the saloon was closed 
for the night. As to what followed 
there is confusion of testimony. De- 


-| tective Hawley’s friends say he showed 


his star and announced his identiiy. 
Guenther & Bernhard, the proprietors 
of the place, deny this allegation. 
At any rate along came Sergt. Jeffries 
and Detective Auble. The latter tried 
to climb over the grating. Chris Marc, 
one of the attachés of the place, tried 
to keep him out, and both men tumbled 
down the stairs. Then the sergeant and 
the other detective broke down the 
grating and came to Auble’s aid. They 
arrested Marc for battery and marched 
him off to the Police Station. There 
were some thirty people in the saloon 
at the time, but the old German was 
not among them. However, he was 
found later, and his faithful spouse’s 
fears relieved. 


KNAPP IS TURNED OVER. 


THE PORTE FEARS TO BRAVE AN 
AMERICAN WARSHIP. 


On Receiving Word that the Cruiser 
Marblehead Had Been Ordered 
Forward the Turks Surrendered 
the Missionary in Haste. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 26, via 
Sofia (Bulgaria,) April 27.—(Associated 
Press Copyright, 1896.) Rev. George P. 
Knapp, the American missionary ex- 
pelled from Bitlis by the Turkish au- 
thorities without trial, on a charge of 
incited Armenians to rebel 
against. Turkish rule, was surrendered 
to the United States Consul at Alexan- 
dretta Saturday. The details of the 
affair, which reached here today, show 
the step was not taken until a United 
States warship had been telegraphed 
for. Rev. Knapp will probably, by the 
advice of the United States representa- 
tives, come to this city and have his 
conduct at Bitlis investigated before 
the Charge d’Affaires. | 

Rev. Knapp, as already cabled, was 
expelled from Bitlis about a month ago, 
in spite of the agreement reached be- 
tween the United States Minister here, 
Mr. Terrell, and the Turkish govern- 
ment (after the charges against Mr. 
Knapp had been discussed,) that the 
American missionary should not leave 
his post until April 1, or until the roads 
were tolerably free from snow, in order 
that he might be able to take his fam- 
ily with him. . 

As it was, the missionary was com- 
pelled to leave Bitlis before the time 
agreed upon and without his family. 
When he reached Diarbekir in custody, | 
the news was telegraphed here and the 
Turkish government positively as- 
serted that Rev. Knapp was the “guest 
of the vali of that place, and nota 
prisoner.” 

It is now stated that the missionary 
has been a prisoner throughout his 
‘journey to the coast, and that the vali 
of Aleppo detained him at that place 
for five days while making. futile ef- 
forts to make him ny agreement 
not to return to Bitlis, Rev. Knapp 
‘Steadily refused to sign any such agree- 
ment, on the ground that he had com- 
mitted no crime and had in no way 
broken the laws of the country, and 
that the charges brought against him 
were entirely unfounded. He also dis- 
tinctly gave the vali to understand that 
he intended to protest to the United 
States government against his expul- 
sion from Bitlis and his treatment in 
general, and to hold the Turkish au- 
thorities responsible for the safety of 
his family. : 

When the vali saw that it was use- 
less to continue his attempts to get 
Knapp to signthe agreement mentioned, 
the missionary was allowed to pro- 
ceed, still treated as a prisoner, to 
Alexandretta. It had been agreed 

wen J. W. Riddle, the American 
Charge d’Affaires at Constantinople, 
and the Turkish government that the 
American missionary, upon arriving at 
Alexandretta, was to be delivered to 
the United States Consul there, and the 
latter was to see that Rev. Knapp 
came on to this city for trial. before 
the representative of the United States, 
but when the missionary reached Alex- 
andretta on April 23, in spite of the 
Porte’s promises, the Turkish author- 
ities refused to deliver the prisoner to 
the United States Consul. The latter 
entered a formal protest against the 
detention of the missionary, and com- 
‘municated by wire with Mr. Riddle, in- 
forming him that the Turkish officials 
intended to expel Mr. Knapp from Turk- 
ish territory by compelling him to em- 
bark on board a steamer Sailing for 
Europe on April 24. 

Thereupon Mr. Riddle made energetic 
representations to the Turkish gav- 
ernment, demanding that the latter re- 
spect its engagements, and, in order to 
give emphasis to his remarks, the 
Charge d’Affaires telegraphed to Mar- 
sinna, where the United States cruiser 
Marblehead was at anchor, asking the 
commander of the vessel to proceed to 
Alexandretta and place the cruiser at 
the disposal of the United States Con- 
sul at that port. This prompt action 
on the part of Mr. Riddle had a de- 
for the 
latter no sooner became aware that 
the Marblehead had been telegraphed 
for than orders were sent to Alexan- 
dretta for the release of Rev Knapp. 

Those in a position to know the facts 
of the case assert that the charges 
against Mr. Knapp are groundless, and 
that the latter’s expulsion was only a 
ballon d’essai, which, if allowed to pass 


resulted in similar action being taken 
against other missionaries, and eventu- 
ally against all Protestant and Catho- 
lic missionaries in Adriatic Turke,’, for, 
all denials to the contrary, the Sultan 
prepared to take this step, and only 
gave up the plan upon the advice of 
the Russian Ambassador, who, how- 
ever, is credited, rightly or wrongly, 
with having conveyed to the Sultan 
the plan of getting rid of the mission- 
aries, 

Mr. Riddle, during the past few days, 
it is understood, has been in communi- 
cation with Washington regarding the 
case of Mr. Knapp, and it is believed 
that a most searching inquiry will be 
made into all the circumstances at- 
tending the expulsion of the American 
missionary from Bitlis, in order that 
no doubt shall remain as to who is to 
blame in the matter, and it is believed 
that a precedent has been secured 
which may serve as a guide should fur- 


ther and similar occurrences be pre- 
sented.

BOSTON, April 27.—The Grant di- 
ner of the Middlesex Club at the 
Brunswick tonight in honor of the 
birthday of the great general, was a 
fitting close of the banquet season. 
The banquet hall ofthe hotel was 
filled with many of the most promi- 
nent citizens of the Commonwealth. 
The distinguished guests of the even- 
ing were Gen. James Longstrect of 
the Confederate army, Senator-elect 
J. B. Foraker of Ohio, James H. Ifovt 
of Ohio, Senator Thurston of Ne- 
braska and Lieut.-Gov. Wolcott, and 


all were greeted with enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 

. Lieut.-Gov. Wolcott delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. Gen. Longstreet 
when introduced, was very warmly 
greeted. He said in part: 

“Grant returned to the service in the 
United States army in the hour of 
sanguinary war, at the head of 1 rez- 
iment of volunteers. His work soon 
drew the attention of his superiors and 
he began to rise. Modest as a maiden, 
the heavy blows of-the strong arm of 
an Ajax was all there was to tell the 
story of the work that pushed bim 
up till at the end of two years he 
found himself above all the officers 
who held superior rank; comman.ling 
armies of a million soldiers, spread out 


yet humbly submissive to the govern- 
ment he so ably defended. If another 
record marks such an epoch I fail io 
recall it. Of all the Union commaadess, 
Grant was the great leader wh? accu- 
rately surveyed the great field of war. 
When it was all ended, incapable cf 
malice, his generous heart offered all 
that his enemy could ask as terms of 
surrender, with abundance of pro- 
visions for the husgry soldiers and 


Senator-elect Foraker, who followed, 
spoke of Grant as a soldier-statesman, 
referring to his record as a protection- 
ist and a believer in the necessity of 
maintaining the country’s credit. 

Senator Thurston brought the con- 
gratulations of Nebraska to Massachu- 
setts, saying that the Republicans of 
his State were just as truly, soundly 
and solid for.a stable currency as are 
the Republicans of Massachusetts. 
“We do not want the face of the God- 
dess of Liberty on a piece of currency 
that does not represent a hundred 
cents on the dollar,” he said.

A Wastington dispatch to the New 
York World, printed in another column, 
calls attention to the fact that Sena- 
tor Elkins, as Secretary of War, trans- 
mitted to the House of Representatives 
the unanimous report of the board of 
government engineers, submitted in 
1892, recommending San Pedro as the 
preferable site for a deep-water har- 
bor on the Los Angeles coast. The re- 
port of the board ot 1892, as is. well 
known, sustained the report of the pre- 
seeding board, made in 1890. Both re- 
ports recommended San Pedro as a bet- 
‘ter harbor site than Santa Monica, and 
Mr. Elkins was fully cognizant of the 
contents of the report transmitted by 
him to the House. His vote against 
the people’s harbor, and in favor 155 
Huntington’s breakwater, at 1 
Thursday’s meeting of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce, was a great sur- 
prise, to state the case mildly, as he 
had on numerous occasions expressed 
himself strongly in favor of the gov- 
ernment site at San Pedro. 

The World’s dispatch further calls 
attention to the fact that both the Re- 
publican and the Democratic Congress 
conventions for this district, the State 
Legislature, the Transmississippi Con- 
gress, the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce and the City Council, “unan- 
tmously favored San Pedro and as 
unanimously fought against Santa 
Monica.”

It is: not a 
seeming at all—it is the real man made 
sO manifest to us by the art of the 
player that he is like a bit of nature 
set out to us in the real guise of some 
one we have known of in our boyhood’s 


This briefless lawyer whose shingle 
Swings in the balmy breeze of old 
Missouri for twenty-three years be- 
fore fortune grants him a client, is 
the central figure of this touching and 
telling play, but strong as is the vivid 
personality ot the star, there are about 
him other characters drawn with skill- 
ful strokes of the author’s pen and 
fashioned into dramatic form by a 
hand quite as deft and masterly as 
was that of their creators. 

There is a strong story in “Pudd'n- 
head Wilson,” but pointed and in- 
teresting as it is, its character draw- 
ing is manifestly the chief phase of its 
superiority. 

The tale unfolds about a {female 
slave who has a boy child thirty-one 
parts white and yet born a slave like 
herself. On the day that this slave's 
master is about to have his own child 
christened, the slave’s babe and the 
master’s babe are lying asleep to- 
gether in the same crib. By an acct- 
dent the slave's child is taken to the 
christening. The mother immediateiy 
discovers the error, but her cupidity 
is aroused; she sees a chance to save 
her boy from being “sold away down 
the river,” and locks up the secret of 
the exchange of children in her own 
bosom, posing ‘thereafter as the 
mother of. the other child. 

Enter “Pudd’nhead Wilson” with his 
fad for taking impressions of thumbs 
on bits of glass. 

With the zeal of a numismatist or 
a bug collector, Wilson proceeds to 
record the thumb marks of the two 
sleeping babes, filing away the record 
with names and date in his great cabi- 
net of other like impressions. In the 
years following he takes other im- 
pressions of the same children's 
thumbs, but of course their names 
have been reversed, a secret that is 
disclosed to the audience in the pro- 
logue, but of course known otherwise 
only to the slave mother, Roxx.

as they now are until the end of this 
school year; that the city Board of 


Education should take control of the 


said district, and that the teachers and 
all other expenses be paid out of the

Secretary Dandy was instructed by 
the board to advertise for bids to supply 
the schools with music ks and 
charts for a term of four years, as the 
present contract expires June 30, 1896.

— Review of the Courts. 


The City Council yesterday or- 
dered advertised for sale what 28 
known as the ‘Wilshire Electric Rail- 
way franchise,” after changing the 
‘route, desired by the Wilshires. A pe- 
tition for an extension of time in which 
to pay city taxes was denied by the 
Council. It was decided to commence 
proceedings to issue the refunding 
bonds, which were recently declared 
invalid. 

At the Courthouse yesterday was an 

unusually busy day in many of the 
departments, as a number of causes 
were on trial aside from the usual 
heavy call calendar. Two new 
informations were filed, and an 
unusually large number of arraign- 
ments were called in Department One. 
A remittitur was received during the 
day from the Supreme Court announc- 
ing confirmation of Judge Smith’s 
court, sentencing Louie Foo to two 
a years in Folsom. A desperate man had 
1 an examination in Department Three 
and was ordered to Highland. One of 
the most important irrigation suits ever 
tried in this county is in progress in 
Department Six. The number of mar- 
riage licenses issued is keeping very 
close to new citizens.. Monday was a 
heavy day in both departments. The 
Harvey larceny case went to the jury 
at an early hour last evening. 


AT THE CITY HALL. 


CITY COUNCIL. 


No Extension of Time in Which t 
Pay City Taxes. 

The City Council yesterday denied 
the petition of H. D. Barrows, and 
others, for a month’s extension of time 
in which to make payment of city taxes, 
The action was taken upon the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee. 

Other matters relating to questions of 
finance were reported upon by the 
committee, as follows: 

“Your committee finds upon examina- 
tion that the following transfers have 
been made from the internal sewer fund 
to the street lighting fund without au- 
thorization, to-wit.: February 25, 1896, 
the sum of $860, March 30, 1896, the sum 
of $2610. We recommend that the City 
. Auditor be instructed to retransfer 
eS from the street lighting fund to the in- 
a ternal sewer system fund the sum of 
$3470, the amount of such unauthorized 
transfers, and that the City Treasurer 
be notified of such order.“ Adopted. 
“Your committee further recommend 
that the sum of $7500 be transferred 
1 from the cash fund to the Central Po- 
ae lice Station improvement fund, this be- 
fase ing the amount recently transferred 
from the internal sewer fund to the 
cash fund in compliance with law, and 
that the City Treasurer be notified of 
this transfer.” Adopted. 

“In the matter of the report of the 
Street Superintendent asking to be al- 
lowed to employ four additional sewer 
flushers, we recommend that said re- 
quest be denied.“ Adopted. 

In the matter of the final report of 

755 the commissioners for the opening of 
5 Darwin avenue, we recommend that 

ao. the same be filed.” Adopted. 

“In the matter of petition from G. 
Costa et al., asking a return to him 
“ae of the sum of $2.18 on account of taxes 
Pe. paid on personal property doubly for 
a. the year 1895-96, the City Assessor hav- 
1 ing reported to this committee that the 
statements therein contamed are cor- 
rect, we recommend that the petition 
be granted, and that upon the filing of 
@ proper demand drawn upon the tax 
fund of 1895-96 the sum of $2.18 be re- 
turned to the petitioner.” Adopted. 

The Supply. Committee reported, 
recommending that the Chief of the 
Fire Department turn over 500 feet 
of second-hand fire hose to the su- 
perintendent ‘of street sprinkling to 
use on fire plugs for street sprinkling 
purposes, and that the superintendent 
of street sprinkling be instructed to 
receipt to the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment for the same. The report 
was adopted. 

The Council heard the appeal of W. 
S. James from the Street Superintend- 
ent’s assessment for the sewer. on 
Savoy street, and sustained the same, 
instructing the Street Superintendent 
to make a new assessment on the 
street, as a number of lots had not 


been included in the former assess- 
ment. 


THE WILSHIRE RAILWAY. 
The question of advertising for sale 
an electric railway franchise, on cer- 
tain streets in the vicinity of West- 
lake Park, as petitioned for by the 
Wilshire Bros., created a lively dis- 
cussion in the Council. As printed in 
The Times of yesterday, property- 
Owners in the vicinity had prepared, 
and yesterday presented to the Coun- 
cil, a strong protest against the grant- 
ing of the franchise. Their protest was 
gotten up as follows, being signed by 
about sixty persons: 
“To the Honorable City Council: 
We, the undersigned property-owners 
of this city, learning that a franchise 
known as the ‘Wilshire Electric Rail- 
way Franchise,“ for a double track 
electric line of railway beginning at 
Seventh and Alvarado streets, extend- 
ing out Seventh street to Rampart, 
north on Rampart street to Sixth 
street thence east on Sixth street to 
Alvarado street, also on Lake street 
from Eighth to Ninth street will be 
brought before your honorable body 
for action today; and as every owner 
of property on said block of Lake 
street has protested against granting 
ald franchise on said block, now we 
join them by entering this our earn- 
est protest against your honorable 
body granting any franchise for any 
line of railroad on Seventh street, 
miong the front of the park. Such a 
franchise would be a great detriment 
to the free public use of Seventh street 
along the front of the park and music 
stand, endangering the lives of the 
people who drive out and stand their 
Carriages along the park front to 
listen to the music. We feel that this 
Phar park should be kept as a 
reathing place for the people of the 
city and not obstructed but kept safe 
and free to the people, who should 
have some rights that land specula- 
tors and railroad corporations should 
be made to respect. Asking that 
, Seventh street may not be given 
be the Consolidated Railway Company 
e other railroad, we will ever 


ray. 

A counter petition to this was pre- 
mented by the Wilshire Bros., in which 
» the Council was asked to grant, or ad- 
eise, for sale the franchise. Both 
eee represented on the floor of 
ee tne Council chamber, and for an hour 
a half arguments from the railway’s 
Pepresentatives and the property-own. 
era in opposition to the matter were 
heard by the Council. 
at wes urged that to grant the fran- 


chise would deprive the people who oc- 
cupy Seventh street opposite Westlake 


Park with their carriages Sunday aft- 
ernoon and listen to the music, of this 
enjoyment. In reply to this it was said 
that the people who rode in carriages 
were not the ones that should be pro- 
tected, but rather the people who pay 
their nickels, and ride on a street car 
to the park. The entire question was 
quite thoroughly gone over, in the dis- 
cussion, and when all concerned had 
had their say, President Teed took the 
floor and moved to amend the route of 
the proposed railway by striking out 
Seventh street, between Lake and Al- 
varado streets, which is the part of the 
street directly opposite the band 
stand in the park. His motion carried. 
and as thus amended, the franchise 
was ordered advertised for sale. 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Board of Public Works presented 
its report, which was acted upon as fol- 
lows: 

„Recommend that petition from the 
Union Oil Company, asking permission 

‘to make a branch connection from the 
pipe line at the intersection of Alameda 
and Seventh streets to the power-house 
of the Los Angeles Railway Company, 
be granted; work to be done under the 
direction of the Street Superintendent.”

Shatto et al., asking that West Sixth 
street be widened to eighty feet be- 
tween Hoover and Vermont avenue, be 
granted and the City Attorney be in- 
structed to prepare and present the 
necessary Ordinance of intention there- 
for; ‘the district of assessment to be 
all property fronting on Sixth street 
between Hoover and Vermont avenue, 
and the City Engineer be instructed to 
furnish the City Attorney with the nec- 
essary data for the drafting of said or- 
dinance.“ Adopted. 

Recommend that petition from E. A. 
Miller et al., asking that Twenty-first 
street between the west line of Bonsallo 
street and the east line of Toberman 
street be graded, graveled, sidewalked 
with cement sidewalk and curbed with 
cement curb, be granted and the City 
Engineer instructed to present the nec- 
essary ordinance of intention therefor.”

_ AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Council Will Have Another Try at 
the Refanding Bonds. 


By adopting the following report of 


the City Attorney yesterday, the Coun- 
-cil decided to make another trial of the 
refunding bonds proposition: 

“To the Finance Committee of the 
City Council of the city of Los Angeles: 
At your request; I have examin the 
question of refunding the old debt of 
the city under the recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court. The opinion of 
the court is favorable to the city on 
every point discussed or raised by the 
attorneys for the prospective purchas- 
ers of the bonds attempted to be issued 
last year; and in view of the fact that 
the court has decided the constitutional 
questions which were considered of 
greatest importance, in favor of the 
‘city, I have determined that it would 
not be wise to file a petition for a re- 
hearing of the case simply because the 
court has decided that the bonds must 
be made payable in this city instead of 
in New. York, as heretofore. It is, of 
course, desirable that interest and prin- 
cipal coupons should be made payable 
in New York, for the convenience of 
the bond buyer. But this is not a vital 
matter, and, in my opinion, when bond 
buyers understand that the decision of 
the Supreme Court makes it necessary 
that our bonds should be made payable 
at the office of the City Treasurer, the 
value of the bond will not be affected 
by this change. As I have said, I am 
therefore of the opinion that on a re- 
hearing of the matter we would have 
little to gain, with the possibility of 
much to lose. Not only our own munic- 
ipal bonds, but the bonds of every mu- 
nicipality in the State, so far as I know, 
are all issued payable in some eastern 
money center, and we could not have 
anticipated the overturning of this well 


settled practice after many years upon 


constitutional grounds. It is, however, 
the law now, and I advise you that 
bonds hereafter issued must be made 
payable in the city of Los Angeles. 
“The decision of the Supreme Court 
is somewhat uncertain as to the differ- 
ent steps to be taken in the issuance of 
bonds for refunding, but I am of the 
opinion that the proper procedure will 
be for the Council to authorize the is- 
suance of the bonds, as provided in the 
act of 1895. 


This will be a very ine x- 


pensive procedure, as an election will 


not be necessary, and there will be 
practically no expense excepting for 
preparing the bonds and making. the 
tender provided in the statute of 1895. 
The fact that such an attempt will cost 
very little and the benefits to be de- 
rived in the way of reduced interests 
very great, leads me to advise that this 
refunding be attempted at once. 

“It will be found, however, that of 
the old debt proposed to be refunded 
last year, $76,000 has been paid; $17,000, 
issued in 1877, will be due in July. 1901, 
and this issue I would advise be paid 
when it becomes due, and no attempt 
be made to-refund it. The issue is very 
small, and, ing prior to.1880, a differ- 
ent proceeding would probably be nec- 
essary. This weill leave a balance of 
something like $300,000, which may be 
refunded: under this act. 

“It may not be out of place, in view 
of the fact that some question has been 
raised as to the legality of the bonds 
heretofore issued and payable in east- 
ern cities, for me to say that, in my 
opinion, the decision of the Supreme 
Court does not in any manner. invali- 
date bonds which have been issued and 
sold, payable, principal and interest, in 
New York. A fair construction of the 
decigion would seem to hold that sucha 
provision could not be enforced, and 
that the owner of bonds which contract 
on their face to pay their principal and 
interest in the city of New York, would 
simply be required to present his cou- 
pons at the office of the treasurer in 
this city, instead of at some bank in 
the East. 

“Tf the suggestions made by me are 
adopted by your committee, I shall be 
pleased to meet with you and prepare 
the preliminary steps necessary to 
carry out my suggestions.”

The Lytle Creek Water Company 
sets forth a general denial and alleges 
fraud from the Semi-Tropic Land and 
Water Company. 

A. B. Hotchkiss also enters a general 
denial of acquirement of title, and con- 
tests many points of the complaint. 
He further declares his intention to put 
a dam in the creek and construct a res- 
ervoir at Miller’s Narrows, and alleges 
that such intended action has been ap- 
33 by the State Débris Commis- 
sion.

TELLTALE FOOTPRINTS. 


Amateur Burglar Detected by His 
Footprints in Mud. | 

Burt Fancher, a lazy waiter out of a 
job, is locked up in the City Jail on a 
charge of ekeing out his meager income 
by robbing a cash register. 

At No. 1212 West Washington street 
is a drug store owned by Brown Bros. 
Some time between 8 o’clock and mid- 
night last Thursday a burglar entered 
the store, carried the cash register out 
into the back yard, opened it by press- 
ing on the “No sale” key, and took out 
its contents, $12.50 in silver and small 
change and $5 in gold., 

The police were notified of the bur- 
glary and Detectives Auble and Hawley 
went to work on the case. Suspicion 
fell upon Burt Fancher, a man about 
33 years old, who lives with his wife 
and child on Sherman street, near Free- 
man. er is a waiter by trade, 
known to be out of work and out of 
money. Thursday evening, the time 
the burglary. was committed; he was 
seen near Brown Bros.“ drug store. 
Later in the evening he was seen in the 
company of women of the town, roys- 
tering and carousing, and the rest of 
the night he spent in playing poker. 

The detectives paid a call upon Fan- 
cher and asked him how it was that on 
Thursday evening, just as the pageant 
of the Lands of the Sun“ was passing 
along ‘the street, he had left the 


center of town and gone out on West.

BRITISH. CAPITAL. Money contin-/ 
ues to very cheap in Great Eritain, 
where there are millions of dollars go- 
ing a-begging at 2 per cent. per annum. 
Under such circumstances it is not 
surprising that British capitalists 


Quite a large amount of British capi- 
tal has come into this State during the 
past year, and there is more on the 
way. 

There are some who affect to be 
alarmed by this incursion of British 
capital, but such apprehensions do not 
seem to be well founded.. California 
is still very thinly settled, and the de- 
velopment of the immense resources 
of the State is as yet only in its in- 
fancy. What is particularly needed is 
capital to make these vast resources 
available for the support of a popula- 
tion ten times as great as the State 
now contains. It would certainly be 
foolish for us to sit down and refuse 
to accept outside aid in this direction, 
or to wait until the necessary money 
should be forthcoming from our own 
citizens. For every dollar that foreign 
investors make out of development en- 
terprises in California this State will 
make $10 or more, directly and indi- 
rectly. There is a great difference in 
this respect between foreign capital 
and foreign manufactures. The latter 
lessen the opportunities offered to 
Americans of making a living, while 
the former increase those opportuni- 
ties, by unlocking natural resources 
that must remain dormant until @ 
golden key is found .to make them 
available, 

Prohibitory legislation directed 
against the investment of capital in 
California by foreigners is not in the 
interest of the working classes or of 
the State at large. It is all very well 
restriction in re- 
gard to the ownership of large tracts 
of land by foreigners, but the invest- 
ment of foreign capital should be wel- 
comed—at least until this State be- 
comes so wealthy that we have a sur- 
plus of capital to “throw at the birds.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

GROCERY-STORE DEBTS. In 
Ohio the Retail Grocers’ Association is 
engaged in trying to pass a State law 
making 10 per cent. of the wages of a 
married man subject to garnishment 
in payment for the necessities of life 
for the use of his family. The Cleve- 
land News-Herald says: 

“It is easy to understand why the 
grocers ask for the passage of such a 
bill. The thousands of dollars of un- 
paid accounts on the books of the gro- 
cers throughout the State show how 
men earning liberal wages have 
evaded payment of bills contracted in 
the purchase of food for their families. 
There is no class of tradesmen which 
suffers more from deadbeats than the 


tion. No honest man ought to object 
to the payment of his honest ‘debts. 
The grocers themselves believe that, if 
it were possible to collect a deferred ac- 
count from every man who is earning 
wages, it would be a good thing for 
everybody. It would certainly im- 
prove the credit of poor men generally, 
and enable them to get food supplies 
on time, where now credit is refused 
because of natural suspicion in the 
mind of the tradesman and his knowl- 
edge of the fact that he cannot gar- 
nishee the wages of a married man to 
enforce payment of such account.“ 


CHEESE IN SMALL PACKAGES. 
New York cheese factories are trying a 
novel way of putting up cheese—that 


putting them up in cart wheels of 
twenty or thirty pounds each, they are 
now packing in half-pound squares, 
put up in attractive shape and packed 
two dozen in a box. The advantages 
are that there is no logs in cutting, 
and the cheese does not dry out and 
become hard. The innovation ‘is hailed 
with delight on the part of the trade, 
but it has not been tried sufficiently 
as yet to allow a judgment to be 
formed as to how the public will re- 
gard it.

Just as he got nearly 
the top a heavy gust of wind struck 
the boat, and it capsized, Mr. Haines 
thus describes what followed: 
We were, I should think, nearly a 
mile from Deadman’s Island, and far 
enough out so that we were not pro- 
tected by Point Fermin. The boat, af- 
ter it tipped over, floated on its sides, 
and every minute or two the big waves 
would dash over the hull. 
my boy as best I could, sustdining him 
mostly with one arm, and at the same 
time clinging as best I could to the 
boat. The others had almost all they 
could do to look out for themselves. 
In order to relieve the situation as 
possible, we would at inter- 
vals climb up onto the side of the hull, 
but soon there would be another spell 
waves which would carry us 
e somehow managed to hang to 
the boat, although I remember that sev- 
eral times [ had to tread water to keep 
my place.

THE BUSIEST DAY KNOWN FOR 
MOONS. 


Tough Boy Punished for Insulting
